Local sh owers h ave occurred over 
th e south eastern counties of th e cen­ 
tral district and 
th e 
north western 
counties of th e south ern district, giv­ 
ing ample moisture over most of th at 
region, wh ile in a few localities it h as 
been too wet. It is stlil dry ,h owever,in 
some localities with in th ese counties. 
Good local sh owers occurred at many 
oth er places th rough out th e state, but 
th e weath er h as generally been too 
dry . 
Abnormally h igh temperature 
prevailed during th e greater part of 
th e week and th e combined edect of 
th e h eat and drouth h as been to injure 
vegetation considerably . 
Th e week 
h as generally beeu favorable for h a r­ 
vesting purposes, and th is work h as 
been push ed rapidly . 
Th ere h as been 
some interruption, 
h owever, in th e 
region of local sh owers. 
Wh eat h a r­ 
vest h as progressed so rapidly th at th e 
grain is now nearly all In sh ock, and 
much of it h as beeu th resh ed. 
A good 
y ield of very fine quality continues to 
be reported, th ough iu a few localities 
th e yield is Icbs th an h as been antici­ 
pated. 
In some localities in th e north ­ 
ern district th e h ot weath er is believed 
to h ave reduced th e yield. 
Oats con­ 
tinue to ripen rapidly and h arvest h as 
begun in many localities. 
In a few 
localities it is completed. 
Th ere h as 
been some improvement in th e average 
condition of th e crop, but in many lo­ 
calities th o y ield will bo very ligh t. 
Th e straw is generally sh ort, 
but 
h eadt. are fairly good. 
In a few local­ 
ities th ere h aa been injury by h ot 
weath er and by ch inch bugs. Th e elTect 
of th e h ot weath er upon corn h as gen­ 
erally been beneficial, and th is crop is 
generally reported to be in line condi­ 
tion and to » h ave reach ed au almost 
seasonable condition of advancement. 
In a few localities, h owever, th e h eat 
h as caused some damage, and furth er 
damage is feared from continued dry 
weath er.Ch inch bugs also h ave caused 
some damage, i lay ing h as begun over 
nearly all th e State, and in some lo­ 
calities.it is nearly finish ed.Th e crop is 
generally ligh t, th ough recent sh owers 
h ave improved it somewh at. 
In some 
localities th e y ield 
will be h eavy . 
Pastures h ave been damaged by h eat 
and dry weath er. 
Stock peas, gard­ 
ens and potatoes h ave suffered from 
th e dry , h ot weath er, and in many lo. 
calities potatoes will be a very poor 
crop, 
In some localities small fruits 
h avt- been injured by h ot weath er, but 
th ty are generally promising. Th ere 
h as been;; sligh t injury to oth er fruits 
aLo. 
Th ough in a few localities th e 
apple prospects are fine, in geueral 
th ey are not promising.
